This passagoe in the Supremoe Court's Antl-
Trust declsion, as [t was rendored through
Justice Preruay, Ik the mest radieal and
pncompromising condemnation of moclety
as It Lins been known from the beginning
that can be found in the records of sobriety :

w1t I8 not for the real prosperity of any country that
such changes ahould ocour which rosult o tranaform-
ing an indopendent business man, the head of his
establlshment, small though 1t might be, Into A mere
servant or agent of a corpardtion for selling the com:
moditiea which he once manufactured or dealt In,
haring no voloe In shaping the business polley of the
sompany, and bound to obey onders imted by others.”

From the time when man's savage ances-
tors made society by joining themaelves to-
gother, the principle that ** transforms an in-
dependent business man, the head of his
establishment, into a servant, bound to obey
orders,” has been In operation, The first
man to resign as head of his establishment
was the ancient and naked man who sub-
mitted to o chief, There was no leader
until there was a follower. This chango
was the beginning of soclety. It wns the
key to elvilization, whose progress has been
chiefly a constant repetition of it, From it
comes the power of consolidation, It is
the secret of coliperation, and the founda-
tlon of every great industrial development.

The year 1507 sees it condemned by the
Bupreme Court of the United States. 1If it
{s wrong now, can the mere stoppage of it
suffice? Should not the repudiation of this
principle be extended, as time makes that
poesible, until all consolidation shall have
boen dissolved, and every citizen, without
exception, shall become **an independent
busineas man, the head of his own estab-
lishment,” l1ke the aboriginal savage I

Inconsidering this question wesee no room
for stickling over the phrase, * no voice in
shaping the business poliey,” found in the
quotation printed above. Inferiority Isthe
great fault, and to abolish that we must re-
vert to the dead level of barbarism. We
are living, we are moving, In a grand
and awful time,

The Chicago Election,

The municipal election at Chicago is to
bo held to-day. There ars four candidates
for Mayor: Hannisox, silver Democrat;
Seans, organization Republican; HEesiNg,
gold Democrat and non-partisan: and Han.
LAN, Republican and non-partisan. The
Demoeratic voters are divided in thelr pref.
erences between HARRISON, the son of the
former popular Mayor, and Hesixa, the
former CLEVELAND Postmaster. The Re-
publicana are divided between SEArs, who
18 & Judge, and HarLAN, who (s an Alder-
man. The advocates of “regular nomina-
tions" In either political party are divided
between Hannisoy and Sears. The advo-
cates of non-partisanship in the administra-
tion of municipal affairs are divided be.
tween Hesixo and HARLAN, The ndvocates
of a lenient and a lnkewarm administration
of the liguor laws, are divided between
Hesixe and HARRISON.

The main importance of the election, how-
ever, does not consist In these [ssues of
partisanship and non-partisanship, or of
strict against liberal enforcement of the
lignorlaws. It lies in the fact that HArRI-
pox represents the Bryaniam of Chleago,
and his candidacy brings to the front the
Issues of the last national campalgn.

If, then, Harrisox should be elected, the
political consequences might be grave and
far reaching. In the first considerable elec-
tion since the defeat of BRYAN last Novem-
ber, thesilver Democrats would demonstrate
their superiority; and the result would be
likely to have s powerful influence in de-
termining the course of next autumn’s cam-
paign in the Greater New York. It would
tend to stimulate and intensify the oppuai-
tion to the plan of nominating a gold Demo-
crat, which bas already sprung up in
Tammany Hall. It might even assure
Tammany's persistent and outspoken ad-
heslon to Bryanism. Therein lies the great
importance of to-day's election at Chicago.

There are 1,127 voting precinets in
Chicago and for the use of its electors to-
day 7HE, 000 ballots have been printed. The
estimates of the total vote range between
260,000 and 300,000, Atthe election in lnst
November MeKiNLeY polled 200,747 and
Bryax 144,730 votes,

A Force Bill No Part of the Repub-
lican Programme,

Within a few days past there has been
much Interest in the South, and some little
excitement here and there, over the appear-
ance in the Fifty-fifth Congress of o bill Iu-
volving the theory of Federal control of the
elections, nnd shading toward the old
odious system of Federal interference.

This wessure was introduced about a
woeek ago by the Hon, HENRY R. Ginson of
Kunoxville, the Republican Representative
from the Second distriet of Tennessee, It
provides for the punishment of persons who
violate the election lnws in force in States
and Territories where Congressmen or
Delegates are to be chosen ; and by impliea-
tlon gives the Federal authorities jurlsdie-
tion in such coases. While the bill Is not
labelled a Force bLill, or even styled a
Federal. Election law, some apprehension
has Ledn expressed in the South as to Its
slgniticance and real purport. The Glbson
bill, of course, is now In committee, wait-
‘sg to be reported to the House,

-ue Washipgton correspondent of the
Commercial-Appeal of Memphis went for
Infurmation to Sengtor HoAr of Massa-
chusetts, formerly the patron salot, if pot
the fountain head, of Hepublican projects
of Federal interferance at the polls. Mr,
Hoan's views on the genernl subject are re-
assuring. e has not abandoned his faith
fo the virtue and efficacy of the absméoned
aystem, but does not regard the present as
& good time for an attempt toretstablish it,
We quote from Senntor Hoan's remarks :

In an interview with another correspond-
ont Senntor Hoan s reported as saying
substantinlly the mame thing, but with
greater forco and directness :

Without golng Into the quesiion of the
right or wrong of the matter, I can safely may that
until the South seen the need of Federal supsrviston

#tatiile books atiy Pederal election Iawas of any kind."

That the sanie opinion {8 held by the ITon,
Tuosmas 11, Reen, the most potent Hepub-
llean nt the other end of the Capitol, Is now
genorally believed. Major E, B STAHLMAN
of Nashville reports that the Speaker said
to Lim, In the course of a conversation re-
apecting the Republican poliey about the
Bouth and sectional lssues

“Wo bave soon the Inst Federal election laws for
somn time. T, for one, will never give my consent fo
an affort to pass any Federal election lawse,"

If thess expressions of opinion are author-
{tative and accurntely reported, thoy ought
to relleve any apprehension started In the
minds of our Southern friends by the ap-
pearance of the Gibson bill. The viewn nt-
tributed to Senator Hoar and to the
Speaker are creditable to thelr common
sense and politieal sagaclity. If these two
statesmen are against any further attempt
to replnee the Davenport system upon the
statutes, where is the idea of force and Fed-
eral interference likely to find lodgment in
this year 189717 The Republican party lost
the Presidency five yvears ago because ita
evolution had not then proceeded beyond a
narrow sectionalism. It Is interesting to
observe how the broader, more enlightened
Ideas of JAMES G, BLAINE are working for
the Republican party’s benefit years after
that statesman of elear vision and far vision
went to his grave,

Habituated to Fraud?

It appears that the Reform Club of New
York, a noted repository of Clevelandism,
has undertaken a tariff crusade in the Re-
publican press, designed to prevent the
adoption of the Dingley bill, or of any bill
based on the protective prineciple. The Re-
form Club will elrculate arguments against
protection and in favor of free trade, and
request or advise that the matter it sends
out shall appearin the various newspapers
of the country.

If the newspapers that as Republicans
have always preached protection, and as
protectionists In 1808 elected their Presi-
dent, can be seduced from their party's tariff
prineiple into adopting the poliey which
Prof. WirLsoy and his Mugwump allies de-
eeitfully betrayed when they passed the
Wilson bill, then the Reform Club's hosom
will swell with pride,

Has the Reform Club become so habitu-
ated to political treachery of this sort that
it mn.}ll_hmga-lr, every time?

The New Torpedo Boats.

The tendency to increased size which has
shown itself In our hattle shipas like the
Kearsarge and Kentucky, In protected
cruisers like the Columbia and Minneapo-
lis, and in armored eruisers like the Brook-
Iyn, extends now to the torpedo craft.

The Cushing, our first steel torpedo hoat,
was of 105 tons displacement; the Ericsson
advanced to 120; the Baltimore trio will
displace 142 tons each; the Seattle craft
is of 168 tons; the hig Farragut makes a
long leap to 273 tons. But this last
standard, it now appears, is to be kept up in
the three new boats authorized at the last
sesslon of Congress, for which the maln
features have just been agreed upon. They
are to displace, it [s said, 301 tons at the
maximum.

They are also to be 30-knot eraft, and
may surpass their contract speed, ns the
Porter has done., The Farragut is alsoa
30-knot boat, the two bullding at Bath are
expected to make 301 knots, and accord-
ingly, with the latest trio, we shall have
half a dozen craft with a speed in the
thirties, something which a few years ago
would have seemed Ineredible.

A miling by Secretary Loxo that the ap-
propriation of 800,000 for the threo latest
boats can be used for hull and machinery,
and does not cover armament, will give the
bidders on them a safe margin, The con-
tract price of the Farragut is §227,600, and
three like her therefore could easily be
bullt within the limit of cost and with am-
ple allowances for improvements,

Jefferson's Words for Thess Daya.

The proposal that the 13th of April, being
the 154th birthday annlversary of TrHoMAS
JEFFERSON, shall be held in honor by Demo-
erats throughout the country, Is worthy of
consideration,

Jeffersonian Democracy I8 never out of
date ; at all times and under all elreum-
stunces [t furnishes the true solution for
political problems,

The main question, for example, before
the country at thik time is that of raising a
revenue adequate to Its expenses, On this
point we have the words of JEFFERSON in
his Inaugural address of March 4, 1805,
upon beginning his second term of office as
Presldent :

“ At home, fellow citizens, you best know whether
we have dotio well or fll. The suppression of unnec-
easary oMeoas, of useless bLillsk and exp

bied un to d) 1 our luternsl tazes. Thess,
covering our land with ofMeers, and openlog our doors
to thelr lntrualons, hed already Degun thal process of
domlicillary vexation which, once entered, Is scarcely
to be restrained feom reaching, suvossaively, every
article of property and produce. If, among these
taxes, opme minor onea fell, which had not been
Inconvenient, It was thelr would not
have pald the oMeers who callected them, snd be
canse, If they hnd any merit, the Stale suthorities
might sdopt thee Instend of others less approved,

“The remaluing revenue, on the consumption of
foreiga articies, in pald ohiefly by those who can af-
ford 1o sdd forelgn luzuries to domestic comforts,
Helog colleoted on our seaboard and frontiers only,
and locorporated with the transactions of our mer
cantile citlsens, It may be the pleasure and pride of
an Amerioan to ask, what farmer, what mechanle,
what labiorer, sver ased o tax-guthorer of the United
Biates P Theae contributions cusble us (o support the
ourrent exj of the Go t: 10 fulfl oon-
tracis with forelgn nations; to extinguish the pative
right of soll within our mite; to extend those Hmita,
and Lo apply such & surplus Lo our public debits s
places at & sbort day thelr Anal redemption.”

In his first insugural address JeErrersox
had called for “equal and exact justice to
all men, of whatever state or persuasion,
religious or polltical * for * peace, com.
merce, and honest friendship with all na-
tions, entnngling alllances with none ;" for
" sbsolute acquiescence In the decislons of
the majority, the vital prineiple of repub-
lies, from which Is no appesl but to force,
the vital prineiple and immed|ate parent of
despotism ;" for "“the honest payment of
our debts and secred preseryvation of tho
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public falth.” In that same address Jap-
vensoN announced hin baellef that ours Is
“the strongest Government on earth "

“1 belleve it the only one where avery man, sl the
oall of the law, wonld fiy to the standard of the law,
and would mest Invaslons of the pablie osder ax hls
own presonal concern, Sometimes It s sald that man
cannot be trusted with the government of himwelf,
Can he then bo trosted with the government of
othera? Or, have wo found nngels, in the form of
Kinga, to govern him ? Lot history answer."

It was In 1801 that he wrote to the com-
mitteo of the morchants of New Haven the
words on office holding which, alittle altered
in use, have become famons: * If a due par-
ticipation of oflice is a matter of right, how
are vacancies to be obtained! Those by
death are few; by resignation, none.”

The question of annexat {on may soon como
before us In one form or another, and here,
alto, we have JEFFERSON'S rounsel:

“1 know that the acquisition of Lonlriana bas been
disapprovod by some, from a eandid apprehension
that the enlargement of our territory wonld endsnger
e unton, But who ean Himit the extent 1o whioh tha
federative principle may oporate cffostively? The
larger our asoclation, the lees will 1t bhe shaken by
looal passions,.'

As to Cuba, can any one doubt that thoe
energles of JEFrEnsos, were he living to-
doy, would be directed toward procuring
her independencel It was he who hoped
for “a moeridian of partition through the
ocean which separates the two hemispheres,
on the hither side of which no European
gun shall ever be heard, or an American on
the other.” He hoped in 1823 for the an-
nexation of Cuba, **as the most interesting
addition which eonld ever be made to our
system of States,” Bat if this could not be,
* its independence i our second Interest,”
He diselaimed any desire for war to secure
either result, but held that peaceful meth-
ods to further our purpose should be used
At opportune moments,

Thus there is mueh for Demoeratie elubs
and societies to ponder on in celebrating
JEFFERSON'S birthday. The Democraticparty
has in modern days been drugged with
Clevelandism and then dosed with Bryan-
{sm, the results being painfully obvious,

But ifsuch aJeffersonlan commemoration
is held at all, lot it be sineere. It would be
better not to hold it than to assoclate JE¥-
FERSOX'S honored name with acts repug-
nant to his life and his doctrines.

A Very Suspicious BilL

Why lay ont a city park and spend large
sums of money to condemn the land, and
then destroy the park itaelfl with streets?

This question does not seem to have been
considered by the Assembly when last
week It passed an act ostensibly for ex-
tending, widening, and -changing the
grade of West 135th strect, but In reality
toeut o circular rond through the new St.
Nicholas Park for the benefit of some un-
disclosed corporation or individual,

Let us look at the circumstances and see
whether they are not suspicious.

In April, 1584, an aet was passed by the
Leglslature laying out the new St, Nicho-
Ins Park, which is to extend from 130th
street on the south to 141st street on the
nogth, and to be bounded on the east hy
St. Nicholas avenue, whieh runs through
the valley, and on the west by St. Nicholas
Terrace, which runs along the erest of the
hill, with the exception of some lots of
land on the plateau or tableland between
8t. Nicholas Terrace and Convent avenue,
The new park will thus be formed prin-
cipally of a side hill, with some level lota
on 5t. Nicholas avenue and some level lots
on the platean next to the new site of the
College of the City of New York.

The lands of the new park are now under
process of condemnation, and hearings are
going on before commissioners of ap-
praisal.  Afterthe lands hove been required
some well-qualified landscape gardener un-
der the Park Department must be em-
ployed to lay ont such pathsordriveways as
may be desirable.  But now, suddenly, a bill
has appeared in the Legislature, lias been
passed by the Assembly, and is now before
the Senate, providing for the entting of
what is ecalled an extension of 1:45th
street, but what is, in reality, o new circular
street through the new St, Nicholas Park,
This circular street runs first to the north-
west from St. Nicholas avenue to St. Nich.
olas Terrace, and then to the southwest
from St, Nicholas Terrace to Convent ave-
nue, thus cutting all the property between
St. Nicholas avenue and Convent avenue
and 130th street and 137th street Insuch o
way as to absolutely destroy the new park.
This projected street could not he used in
any ndvantageous way in connection with
the new park itself, and Its practical effect
can only be to destroy the park,

There must he some scheme behind this
hill, for it is manifestly against the public
interest,

It is said that the bill is really in the in-
terest of o trolley line, which doea not mind
the destruction of a city park provided (s
ecars can climb up the hil! at the least cost
and an easy grade be secured at the public
expense,

All the large lundholders on the platean,
such as the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, the
Academy of the Sunered Heart, and the trus-
tees of the College of the City of New York,
have protestod agninst this proposed legis
Intion, The bill should be defeated In the
Sennte ; and if not defeated In the Senate it
should be vetoed by the Governor.

The Reserve Fleet,

It scemis likely that the flrst marked
feature of Seerctary Loxa's administration
will be the establishment of a reserve of
warships, similar to that which the FEuro-
pean navies have long maintained.

Hitherto the subject has not been for onr
country onc of practical Importance, be.
cause wo hoave needed for setive service all
the ships for which crews could be fur.
nished, But now that forelgn complica.
tlons are somewhat less threatening, and
that now vessels are combug along In large
numbers, the plan of putting either out of
commission, or elss holding under the re-
serve system, with o mere force of care.
takers, some of our lnrger ships, begins to
recommend itself strongly.,

Secretary Henpent, who exumined the
matter carefully and appointed a board to
report upon it, showed bhow it operated in
European navies to save moncy, while al-
lowing large forces to be held in readiness,
the reserve ships being kept so that within
brief specifled times they could put to sea.
At the time of which he wrote he found,
taking Grent Britain, France, Germany,
and Italy together, that out of H73 ves.
sels In service, 00 per cent, of all the
battle ships were in reserve; 47 por
cent. of the crulsers, and no fewer
than 86 per cent, of the coust defenders,
thus making a total of 66 per cont, of all
the armored vessels, The proportion of un-
armored craft In reserve was not quite so
great, but it was 37 per cent, for erulners,
60 for protected oruisers, 61 for gun vessels,
and 65 for torpedo vessels, This made an
average of B2 per cent,

It can be understood without further

| figures how great is the economy of having |

two-thirda of all armored vesseln and more
than a half of the unarmored In reserve.
The countries spoken of have different
aystems, some classes of reserves being
regnlnrly officered and manned for a part of
the vear, but the general result (n that of
saving much money, Becretary HERBERT
belleves that fully three-fifths of our battle
sliips, monitors, and torpedo boata conld
alao be held In reserve, when onee thorongh-
Iy testod, and the larger cruirers, on the
anme principle, conld be replaced In active
service by the amaller,

We have seen statements indieating that
if the Now York, Brooklyn, Columbia, Min.
neapolls, and Olympia were to be put in
reserve, the saving on these flve vessels
nlone wonld exceed §1,500,000 ina year.
There fpight then be n need of supply-
ing their places with smaller vessels, and
that wonld be so much deducted from
the saving. But that the system [tself
in  practicable and desirable must be
cloar, and just now the time s the
more  favorable for putting it In op-
eration, innsmuch asnine new gunboats,
none of them probably excesding 1,400
tona and most of them of only about 1,000,
will be ready before the end of the year.
The need of obtaining crews for these new
vessels and for tho many torpedo boats that
must be tried, will tend to urge the estab-
lishment of the reserve system,

And yet, while the organization of such a
system, the selection of reserve stationsat
New York, League Island, Norfolk or else-
where, and the erection of sheds for spare
torpedo boats at various points demand
prompt consideration, we are not quite
ready yet to rednce thenumber of powerful
ships In active serviee, Our forelign affaira
may not be quite so menacing ns they were
A year ago, but our full naval strength
should be in readiness for some time yet.,

Family Councils Over Greece.

The visit of the Dowager Empress of Rus-
sin to Copenhagen at this time naturally
attracts comment, How far dynastic in-
fluences, or, rather, the personal and family
ties of the reigning houses of Europe, may
affect the fate of Greece, I8 problematical ;
but certainly the little kingdom s rich in
this sort of resources, such as they are,

The Empreas Dowager of Russla ia the
sister of King GeEorcgE, The Princess of
WaLes is also a slster of King GEORGE.
The Crown Princess of Greece {5 the sister
of the Emperor of Germany and grand-
daughter of Queen VicTonriaA,

Besides these relationships, we have the
fact that Prince GroORGE, the second son of
the King, who has command of the Greek
fleet, carned the gratitnde of the Emperor of
Russin by saving his life In Japan, and the
Russian imperial family is said to be very
fond of the sailor,

Unfortunately for Greece, politics must
ride over relntionships and over personal
affections or obligations among rulers.
Yet it would seem as if these subordinate
influeneces, if they refuse to foster her ambi-
tion, conld at least be counted on to shield
her from suffering much, shonld she chance
Lo be defeated by the Porte,

The decision of the Huprume Court in the anti-

Do yon supposs that yonr sons and daugh-
ters ean grow up pure minded and clean if
tholr minds nro fod on such fAlth in the forma-
tive period of thelr existence ! and especinlly If
thelr parenta fead them upon It If this rending
comen to them with the approval of father nmld
mother, or bath 1 1t s trae that same parents
who tnke nnd road sueh papors forbid thelr
chilidten o road them.  Bul, dear friende,
It the ehildren wnee thelr parents resding
these papers  day by day: If they  aen
them finding onforment in the vile and vul-
gnrand sensational enlumna of theae nowsna-
pora, and gloating over thelr cosree, mendacions,
nnid rihalidl stories about men anil women, they
will dealre to do e snme and wiil Intimedo it
Bome men, It 18 true, o not breing these papers
hame for fear of corrmpting wife and chililren.
